Indianapolis, April 18.—Frenzied by 
a false alarm of fire several hundred 
eager newsboys, struggling to obtain 
their share of free tickets to a local 
theater, stampeded in a narrow stair­ 
way in the Masonic Temple at night, 
crushing the life out of four boys, and 
it is believed fataflA injuring several 
others. 
The tickets were being distributed 
by a representative of a patent medi­ 
cine company. 
Long before the time 
appointed 
for 
the distribution 
the 
stairs of the Masonic Temple at the 
sowthwest corner of Washington street 
and 
Capitol 
avenue were 
crowded 
with a pushing yelling crowd of news­ 
boys, each anxious to he first to re­ 
ceive his pass. 
When the distribution 
began the excitement became more 
intense and the efforts of several po­ 
licemen who had been detailed to pre­ 
vent trouble were unavailing. 
It is stated by a witness that some 
of the boys anxious to get ahead of 
those who were ahead, shouted “ fire.” 
Instantly those at top, facing about, 
with almost superhuman strength, be­ 
gan to force their way to the bottom 
of the stairs. 
Shrieks and personal 
encounters followed for a few sec­ 
onds, when those at the head of the 
stairs fell headlong on the struggling 
mass at the bottom of the stairs. 


The W o rk of Rescue Begun. 
Instantly policemen from the cen­ 
tral station, who responded to a riot 
call, began the work of rescue. Four 
boys were dead when extricated from 
their position 
at the bottom 
of the 
stairs. 
Others believed to have been 
fatally crushed were taken out as fast 
as they 
could be disentangled 
from 
their frenzied companions, who fought 
and clung to each 
other in despera­ 
tion: The immense crowd of people 
from the business district attracted 
by wild rumors Jostled about the bot­ 
tom of the stairs and hampered the 
work of the police 
and ambulance 
corps. 
The dead were hurriedly placed in 
ambulances and sent to the morgue 
for identification. 
The fatally injured 
were sent to the city hospital and tho 
city dispensary, while many who re­ 
ceived only slight injuries were made 
comfortable in carriages and sent to 
their homes.

Mr, Bennett also reported that he was 
meeting with success in his duties as 
tire warden and that a large number of 
basements had been gone through ami 
many had already been cleaned up.
